Lambert inthe late Northern expedition z We haye inquired diligently 
into our hearts and wayes, with reference thereunto; and finding nothing 
amongſt us but faithfulneſs and integrity to the Parliament and this 
Commonwealth ;' we cannot but be feaſible that there hath not wanted 
ſome perſons , who haye endeavoured to beget mil. underſtanding be- 
tween the Parliament and Army - and to thatend haye preſented our 
ARions and Intentioas fo, as it is taxen for granted there hath been irre= 
eularity amongR us, at which we fear you have taken offence. Whereas 
we are perſwaded, that if there had not been an anticipation , it would 
have appeared toall unprejudiced Spirits, that neither we, (who for the 
oenerality of us , were utterly ignorant of that whereac the offence is 
taken) norour faithful brethren of the Northern Rrigade,who figned the

into our great encouragemeat the Lord hath oace more appeared to own 
you and your Army , and che good old Cauſe for which we haye con-.
